Forget starter 
schools: EPSB 


Tight quarters. 

Edmonton’s public 
school chair insists full 
build-outs are needed 
but says they'll make 
use of all space given

Edmonton’s public school 
board chair has her “fingers 
crossed” that the province 
will skip the starter school 
phase at four new-school 
sites and opt to open fully 
functioning facilities. 

EPSB chair Sarah Hoffman 
told Metro the district has 
asked Alberta Education to 
forgo building modular-style 
schools in Windermere Es¬ 
tates, The Grange, Heritage 
Valley and Ellerslie after the 
funding for the projects was 
announced in the fall. 

“When the announce¬ 
ment was made in Septem¬ 


ber around the nine projects 
(and) we got some of those 
details, we realized that it 
actually was four starter 
schools and planning money 
for the other projects, but 
not build-out money,” she 
said. 

Immediately after the 
announcement, Hoffman 
said the district submitted 
a letter asking the province 
to consider “the benefits to 
full build-outs for those four 
starter schools.” 

The district needs the 
schools — which are slated 
for the city’s booming out¬ 
skirts — to be fully built out 
from the start to ensure the 
schools are sustainable for 
more than a year or two, she 
added. 

“Every square inch we can 
get, we will use, but we real¬ 
ly do need these to be full 
build-outs,” Hoffman said. 

While Alberta Educa¬ 
tion hasn’t made a decision 
on EPSB’s request, spokes¬ 
person Tamara Magnan said 
that the process undertaken 
by the district is in line with 


what’s required by the min- 
istiy to change a previously 
approved request. 

“Proposals will be re¬ 
viewed, and the decision will 
be communicated with the 
school district submitting 
the request,” she wrote in an 
email. 

“The assessment that 
takes place is reviewed based 
on the specific request of 
the school division and is as¬ 
sessed on what’s best for the 
students.” 

A spokesperson from Ed¬ 
monton Catholic Schools, 
Lori Nagy, confirmed admin¬ 
istration had also submitted 
a proposal to the province 
but wouldn’t confirm what 
the correspondence de¬ 
tailed. 

“Our proposal for the 
Phase 3 new-school construc¬ 
tion and also the moderniza¬ 
tion announcement is with 
Alberta (Education),” she 
said. 

The Catholic board re¬ 
ceived funding for two start¬ 
er schools planned for Herit¬ 
age Valley and McConachie.

Surplus takes 
hit from falling 
oil prices 

Alberta’s budget will stay 
in the black this year de¬ 
spite plunging oil prices. 

Finance Minister Robin 
Campbell says in his 
second-quarter update 
that the forecast budget 
surplus for this fiscal year 
has been revised down¬ 
ward to $933 million. 

“We still expect to be 
in a surplus situation at 
the end of the fiscal year, 
but because of the drop 
in oil prices, the surplus 
won’t be as large as we 
expected at the first quar¬ 
ter,” Campbell said Wed¬ 
nesday in his first update 
as finance minister. 

The budget last March 
put the surplus at $1.1 
billion — but that’s when 
oil prices were pegged 
at more than $92 US a 
barrel. 

Oil is now below $75 
a barrel and not expected 
to rise any time soon due 
to a supply glut and in¬ 
stability in oil-producing 
regions abroad. 

Campbell said the 
government remains 
committed to its goals, no 
matter the numbers. 

“Let me be clear: 
Whether prices go up or 
down, this government 
will remain steady on 
course and committed to 
solid fiscal principals,” he 
said. 

“We’re going to bal¬ 
ance this year’s operating 
budget and cariy on the 
work that Albertans have 
told us we need to do — 
deliver core programs and 
services, and build and 
maintain the infrastruc¬ 
ture that is so important 
to the quality of life of our 
growing population.”

Transit. Union 
president welcomes 
idea of permanent 
additions to city fleet 


Council will have to debate 
the merits of rebooting the 
city’s bus fleet with elec¬ 
tric buses due to a proposal 
brought forward by admin¬ 
istration as part of the city’s 
budget discussions. 

The city is going ahead 
with electric-bus testing this 
winter, but administration 
says there’s a case for the 
permanent addition of more 
electric buses to the Edmon¬ 
ton fleet.

ings for electric buses when 
compared to natural-gas 
buses, with the city’s current 
buildings able to fit 30 to 50 
electric buses, which would 
be spread out across the city, 
said administration. 

Steve Bradshaw, president 
of the Amalgamated Tran¬ 


sit Union Local 569, says the 
city’s pilot of electric buses 
has proven successful with 
operators. 

“Based on those trial 
buses, we think it’s prob¬ 
ably a better idea than going 
to compressed-natural-gas 
buses,” he said. 

“As citizens, we’re also 
interested in a clean environ¬ 
ment.” 

The discussion of alterna¬ 
tive fuel technology for Ed¬ 
monton Transit’s fleet comes 
forward as part of a broader 
discussion that requires 
council to decide if they’ll go 
ahead with funding the West- 
wood Transit garage replace¬ 
ment as part of the 2015-18 
capital budget.

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Arts Council prepares for 
more work on public art 


One per cent. The 

city’s capital projects 
include funding for art 


As city council prepares to 
spend a record amount of 
money on capital projects, 
the Edmonton Arts Council 
is working hard on public art 
that will gild those endeav¬ 
ours. 

“We are very happy and 
veiy busy,” said Eva Marie 
Clarke, a spokesperson for the 
council about the process of 
arranging the public art at a 
host of capital projects. 

Last week, the arts council 
released three public calls for 
art projects around the down¬ 


town arena, with more to 
come for the rink and many 
other major projects. 

The city has a policy 
around public art that dedi¬ 
cates one per cent of project 
spending be dedicated to art, 
but it comes with stipulations. 

As an example, the art por¬ 
tion of the $1.8-billion Valley 
Line LRT will only include the 
city’s portion of the funding, 
which is $1 billion. 

While based on the policy 
that could leave up to $10 
million for public art, the 
policy only governs publicly 
accessibly areas. Clarke said 
the work still has to be done 
on the budget, but it won’t be 
$10 million. 

Clarke said the city’s com¬ 
mitment to public art is show¬ 
ing results and last week’s 
arena calls are already gener¬ 
ating wide interest. 

“We’re hearing from 


people in Europe and across 
Canada,” she said. 

Clarke said in selecting 
public art they find people 
who are engaged with local 
projects, so it fits the com¬ 
munity, but it’s ultimately 
subjective. 

“Those selection commit¬ 
tees are presented with a raft 
of ideas and then in the end 
they have to go with their 
gut,” she said. 

She said there are always 
pieces people dislike and they 
tiy to incorporate feedback 
into future selections, but she 
said they also let pieces settle 
over the long term. 

In the case of the much- 
maligned Talus Dome, she 
said time has helped bring 
people around. 

“It’s actually becoming in¬ 
creasingly popular in the com¬ 
munity because it’s settling 
in.”

Rates to rise after utility budget approved 



Edmontonians utility bills 
will be rising next year, after 
city councillors approved the 
2015 utility budget on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Councillors approved 
the increase, which will see 
utility rates rise by about $1 
per month for drainage and 
$3.35 per month for waste 
pick up. 

The drainage increases, 
which city administration 
has said will likely continue 
in future years, are designed 


to pay for major upgrades to 
the city’s drainage system. 

Mayor Don Iveson said it’s 
money that has to be spent to 
keep up with neighbourhood 
flooding. 

“The weather is changing 
on us here and we have to 
at least stay ahead of it,” he 
said. 

Iveson said the drainage 
issue is a major need the city 
needs to address and more 
rate increases are possible in 
future years. 


Iveson has said previously 
the province and federal gov¬ 
ernment should be helping 
with these improvements, 
because the bigger storms 
are climate change-driven, 
but said the city can’t just 
wait. 

“We’re not going to not 
do it on principle, just be¬ 
cause the feds and the prov¬ 
ince aren’t really investing in 
adapting to climate change,” 
he said. 

Coun. Michael Walters 


agrees with Iveson about the 
need for investment from 
higher orders of government. 

“It’s a veiy clear truth that 
we cannot do this alone,” he 
said. 

He said the rate hike may 
be disappointing for resi¬ 
dents, but compared to in¬ 
surance rate increases and 
flooded basements it makes 
sense. 

“The rate increase is the 
easy one to swallow,” he said.

New rubric. Catholic 
district changes way 
it determines current 
infrastructure needs

A shakeup to the way Edmon¬ 
ton’s Catholic school author¬ 
ity ranks infrastructure needs 
has caused some projects to 
be bumped down the priority 
list, with others disappearing 
completely. 

On Tuesday, ECS approved 
its latest Capital Plan for 
2016-2019, but trustee John 
Acheson identified two ma¬ 
jor modernizations on the 
list that had lost their rank¬ 
ing, including Austin O’Brien 
High School, which had been 
slated in the top three for a 
major modernization last 
year and among the top 10 
for projects across the dis¬ 


trict. 

In the most recent plan, 
the school had been bumped 
down to the 18th spot among 
the 28 projects. 

“In some ways the discus¬ 
sion in the last few years has 
created the expectation in 
the community that Austin 
O’Brien was going to get a 
major (facelift),” Acheson said 
at Tuesday’s meeting. 

According to assistant 
superintendent Boris Radyo, 
the district changed the way 
it collected data for the list. 

In the past, administrators 
had based major moderniza¬ 
tions on recommendations 
from facility staff. 

“This year, we’ve received 
a list of recommendations for 
19 schools and we took those 
19 recommendations and ap¬ 
plied a matrix against those 
19 schools,” he explained. 

Board chair Debbie En¬ 
gel said since the rubric for 
determining priorities has 
changed, the important thing 
is the district has sound data. 


Infrastructure plans 


The capital plan approved 
Tuesday includes 28 pro¬ 
jects, seven new schools, 

19 modernizations and two 
partnership projects. 


• Excluded. St. Paul Ele¬ 
mentary School was also 
left off the current list. 


• Capital Plans. In the 
past, the plans were 
released in April, but 
the district wanted the 
most up-to-date plan 
available to the minister 
before any possible new 
infrastructure announce¬ 
ments. 


“There were some changes 
to the capital plan from last 
year that we don’t often see, 
but it was due to the informa¬ 
tion being available to our 
planning department from 
facility services,” she said.

Residents unsatisfied 
by city’s latest move 


Surplus schools. 

Design committee next 
step in process

Residents still hoping to keep 
their park space in Haddow 
Park say a proposed design 
committee on new homes be¬ 
ing built there isn’t enough. 

At a public meeting Wed¬ 
nesday night, city staff were 
set to select between six and 
eight residents to serve on a 
design engagement commit¬ 
tee, which is supposed to help 
the new homes fit into the 
area. 

The Haddow Park redevel¬ 
opment is part of the city’s 
surplus school site program, 
which has been developing 
school sites into homes across 
the city. 

Charlene Boyko, said the 
city’s consultation so far has 


been so lacking she has little 
hope for this design commit¬ 
tee. 

“They’re saying that this 
is the only say you have in 
this whole deal,” she said. 
“They’re saying you get to 
pick the siding, you get to 
pick the landscaping.” 

Tim McCargar with the 
city said the design commit¬ 
tees have actually been very 
helpful in other communities 
and he’s sure they’ll work in 
Haddow. 

“The builders gain a lot of 
insights about the character¬ 
istics of a neighbourhood,” 
he said. 

He said the consultations 
involve a lot more than just 
the colour of the siding and 
previous communities have 
reduced the number of units 
or made other important 
changes through the process. 

Coun. Biyan Anderson said 
he didn’t support the mass 
rezoning of the surplus school 
sites, but did insist on the 
design committees, so com-

munities would feel heard. 

“The intent was to make 
the project fit the community 
as much as possible,” he said.

“This council, with a 
couple of exceptions, is so in 
love with infill that there is 
no conceivable interest from 
seven people to stop this,” 
Anderson said.

and has never allowed sale of 
tobacco products in its conven¬ 
ience stores. 

“In 2006, we instituted a 
policy restricting smoking to 
certain locations on campus,”

from any entrance.” 

While e-cigarettes haven’t 
been an issue on campus, Be¬ 
harry said it’s important for the 
university to get ahead of the 
issue before it became a prob¬ 
lem for staff and students. 

“We know it has been some¬ 
thing that could become an 
issue,” he said. 

Currently in Edmonton 
there’s no bylaw pertaining to 
electronic cigarettes. A group 
from the University of Alberta 
has been lobbying city council 
to ban the use of the devices 
in all public spaces where 
regular cigarettes are already 
prohibited.

3D printed sculpture

People from around the 
world could have a small 
piece of them stand in Ed¬ 
monton when a planned 


crowdsourced 3D printed 
sculpture is unveiled in De¬ 
cember. 

The sculpture will be 
made through what is known 
as “links,” 3D printed pieces 
that will interlock with other 
pieces sent in from people 
around the world, say organ¬ 
izers. 

“It’s this collaborative ef¬ 
fort not only between people 
here in Edmonton, but 
globally, people supporting 
the 3D printing commun¬ 
ity,” said Colin Pischlce, local 


entrepreneur. 

The goal is to collect 2,000 
links to form the local sculp¬ 
ture so it can be unveiled offi¬ 
cially at the Stanley A. Milner 
Libraiy on Dec. 18. The sculp¬ 
ture will then hit the road 
after about a month, said Pis- 
chlce, and will tour to other 
locations in the city for three 
months. 

“The 3D printing com¬ 
munity is pretty new here 
and there’s not much going 
on to bring people together 
and my whole inspiration for 


this project is to bring that 
whole community together, 
build it together,” he said. 

This won’t be the first 
time a city has come together 
to build a 3D printed sculp¬ 
ture, with artist Jeff de Boer 
teaming up with Canada- 
based 3D printing software 
platform PrintToPeer to cre¬ 
ate the world’s first crowd¬ 
sourced, 3D-printed sculp¬ 
ture called “Linked” in 2013, 
something Pischlce hopes to 
expand upon for the local 
artwork.

Alberta Wildrose leader Dan¬ 
ielle Smith says that after 
talking to her team she is 
confident the caucus hemor¬ 
rhaging has stopped.

The online survey ques¬ 
tioned 1,500 people in various 
regions of Canada, with an 
oversampling of commuters in 
the Greater Toronto Area. 

Commuters in the GTA 
were less likely to be in a bet¬ 
ter mood after their commute 
(72 per cent) relative to the na¬ 
tional average of 77 per cent, 
the survey found.

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Jian Ghomeshi faces sex 
assault, choking charges 


$100K bail. Former 
radio host is charged 
with four counts of 
sexual assault and one 
count of overcoming 
resistance by choking 


A sombre Jian Ghomeshi 
stood silently by his lawyer on 
Wednesday as she told a large 
crowd of reporters at a Toronto 
courthouse that the former 
CBC Radio host would plead 
not guilty to multiple counts of 
sexual assault. 

The charges — four counts 
of sexual assault and one count 
of overcoming resistance by 
choking — capped weeks of 
mounting allegations against 
the once-popular media person¬ 
ality who could now face up to 
life in prison if convicted. 


“We will address these 
allegations fully and directly 
in a courtroom,” lawyer Marie 
Henein said just moments after 
the 47-year-old former host 
of the radio program Q, was 
released on $100,000 bail. 

In the packed courtroom, 
Ghomeshi looked tired as he sat 
in the prisoner’s box wearing a 
dark suit with a light shirt open 
at the collar. He later donned a 
tie after he was granted bail. 

His bail conditions include 
living with his mother — who 
was present in court and acted 
as his surety — no contact with 
his alleged victims and an agree¬ 
ment to surrender his passport 
and remain in Ontario. 

When asked by a judge if he 
understood the conditions of 
his release, Ghomeshi clasped 
his hands in front of him, nod¬ 
ded slightly and said “yes” and 
“Ido.” 

Ghomeshi was fired by 


the CBC after the broadcaster 
said it had seen “graphic 
evidence” that he had physic¬ 
ally injured a woman. Since 
then, nine women have come 
forward with allegations that 
Ghomeshi sexually or physic¬ 
ally assaulted them. 

Three of the women filed 
police complaints — which led 
to the charges laid Wednesday. 

Ontario’s premier said that 
any development that helped 
victims feel comfortable com¬ 
ing forward was welcome. 

“If we can, as a society, 
make it easier for people to 
talk about those experiences 
and then move to action, then I 
think that’s a veiy good thing,” 
said Kathleen Wynne. 

Ghomeshi has admitted in 
a lengthy Faceboolc post pub¬ 
lished on the day he was fired 
that he engaged in “rough sex,” 
but insisted his encounters 
with women were consensual.

Tories still say Raynolds made contentious remarks 


A Conservative cloak-and-dag¬ 
ger caper aimed at capturing 
a Liberal candidate in a verbal 
gaffe has taken another twist, 
with the governing party pro¬ 
ducing expert audio analysis to 
back up its version of who said 
what. 

The Conservative party 
asked Edward J. Primeau, an 
audio forensic expert with 30 
years’ experience, to analyze 
audio of a secretly recorded 


conversation involving Mario 
Raynolds, the Liberal candidate 
in Banff-Airdrie. 

In a report to the party, 
given to The Canadian Press, 
Primeau concludes that it was 
indeed Raynolds who said the 
Tory income-splitting plan 
would give couples with chil¬ 
dren money that they’d waste 
on television sets and cars, rath¬ 
er than caring for their kids. 

Raynolds was flabbergasted 


Wednesday to learn the Con¬ 
servatives are refusing to back 
down, even though another 
individual involved in the con¬ 
versation, Tam McTavish, has 
said he’s the one who uttered 
the offending remarks. Sun 
Media has retracted the story 
on which the Tories based their 
attacks. 

McTavish said he’d be happy 
to provide the expert with an¬ 
other audio sample of his voice. 


The audio — surreptitiously 
recorded by a woman identi¬ 
fied as a Conservative opera¬ 
tive who has conducted previ¬ 
ous sting operations against 
Liberals — was given to Sun 
Media personality Brian Lilley.

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High Arctic no refuge for polar 
bears if climate change continues 


New study. If global 
temperatures increase 
and arctic ice melts, 
polar bears could face 
dire starvation 


A new study, published Wed¬ 
nesday in an online science 
journal, says climate change is 
on track to push polar bears 
into dire straits throughout the 
High Arctic region by the end of 
the century. 

Even co-author Andy Dero- 
cher, a polar bear expert at the 
University of Alberta who is no 
stranger to gloomy news, was 
taken aback by the results. 

“I had hung my hopes on 
the idea that polar bears would 
persist out to the end of this 
century, allowing us to go 
into some sort of conservation 
mode,” he said. 

“But now, looking at this 


work and this modelling, it 
does not look very good. I’m 
not as optimistic as I used 
to be.” 

The paper, published in 
PLOS ONE, uses the latest data 
to project what would happen 
to sea ice in the islands north¬ 
west of the Gulf of Boothia if 
global temperatures increased 
by 3.5 degrees Celsius. Dero- 
cher acknowledges that’s a 
“severe” amount of warming, 
but it’s a level the planet is on 
track for if significant measures 
to curb greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions aren’t enacted. 

Such warming would lead 
to more and more years in 
which waters used by specific 
polar bear populations would 
be ice free for more than 180 
days, the study says. That would 
mean more and more years in 
which the bears couldn’t use 
the hunting platform they need 
to get their fat-rich seals for at 
least six months. 

The study adds urgency to

efforts to fight climate change, 
said Paul Crowley of the World 
Wildlife Fund, which advocates 
the High Arctic be managed to 


give the bears the best chance 
at survival. 

“If we do have reduction of 
emissions by 2050, then we’re 


looking at sea ice that could 
regrow and habitat that could 
bounce back,” he said.

Ferguson looks for calm 
after 2 nights of unrest 


Hopes for return to 
normalcy. Wilson breaks 
long public silence 


Business owners and residents 
boarded up windows and 
cleared away debris Wednes¬ 
day as Ferguson sought a tenta¬ 
tive return to normal after two 
nights of unrest over a grand 
juiy decision’s not to indict a 
police officer in the shooting 
death of an unarmed black 
18-year-old. 

Protesters continued to 
hold scattered demonstrations, 
including a group that rushed 
into city hall in St. Louis, the 
city neighbouring Ferguson, 
screaming “Shame, shame.” 


Police locked down the build¬ 
ing and called in more than a 
hundred extra officers. Three 
people were arrested. 

About 200 demonstrators 
marched through downtown 
St. Louis and held a mock trial 
of Darren Wilson, the white 
police officer who shot and 
killed Michael Brown during 
an Aug. 9 struggle. 

The racially charged case 
has stoked passions nation¬ 
wide, triggering debates over 
the relationship between 
black communities and law 
enforcement. Since the grand 
juiy’s decision was announced 
Monday night, protesters in 
cities throughout the country 
have rallied behind the refrain 
“hands up, don’t shoot,” and 


drawn attention to other police 
killings. 

As the tension in Ferguson 
eased somewhat, Wilson broke 
his long public silence, insisting 
on national television that he 
could not have done anything 
differently in the Aug. 9 con¬ 
frontation. The officer testified 
during the grand juiy hearings 
that he felt threatened and that 
Brown tried to grab his gun, 
something the Brown family 
has said they don’t believe. 

An influx of guardsmen 
— reserve troops that state 
governors can call up during 
emergencies — helped make 
Tuesday night much calmer, 
although there still were 58 
arrests, and demonstrators in 
Ferguson set fire to a squad 


car and broke windows at City 
Hall. 

Many residents hoped that 
the relative calm of the day¬ 
light hours would last through 
the night and into Thursday’s 
Thanksgiving holiday.

Bob McCulloch faces renewed criticism

Officer Darren Wilson on 
Aug. 9 — has come under 
renewed scrutiny since he 
appeared before television 
cameras to announce that the 
grand jury would not indict 
Wilson. A defensive McCulloch 
repeatedly cited what he said 
were inconsistencies and er¬ 
roneous witness accounts. He 
never mentioned that Brown 
was unarmed. 

Attorneys for Brown’s 
family and activists said Tues¬ 
day that eveiything from how 


evidence was presented to 
the grand juiy to the way Mc¬ 
Culloch delivered the news 
of its decision bolstered their 
belief that the outcome was 
predetermined by McCulloch, 
who has deep family roots and 
relationships with police. 

“This grand juiy deci¬ 
sion, we feel, is a reflection of 
the sentiment of those that 
presented the evidence,” An¬ 
thony Gray, an attorney for 
Brown’s family, said at a news 
conference, the associated press

Dr. Ronald Cohn has a prob¬ 
lem: His 12-year-old patient 
has one of two genetic dis¬ 
eases. One is treatable with 
medication, while the other 
requires constant monitoring 
and possible surgeiy to pre¬ 
vent sudden, early death. The 
question is: Which one does 
she have? 

She and her father show 
symptoms — including ex¬ 
tremely bendable joints and 
an enlarged heart vessel — 
consistent with the more 
easily treatable condition 
(Marfan syndrome), but also 
consistent with Loeys-Dietz, 
the potentially fatal disease. 

Dr. Cohn has recom¬ 
mended the girl — or her 
father — undergo a painless 
genetic test, easily done using 
saliva. As both diseases are 
inherited, if the father has 
the genetic mutation caus¬ 
ing Loeys-Dietz, the daughter 
would likely have it, too. 

But her parents refused 
to consent to the test, fear¬ 
ing it would open the father 
and daughter to genetic dis¬ 
crimination. 

“The father was very quick 
to understand, ‘Well, if I do 
this and I don’t have life in¬ 
surance and long-term dis¬ 
ability insurance at the mo¬ 
ment, I won’t be able to get it 
if I have the disease,”’ Cohn, 
the co-director of the Centre 
for Genetic Medicine at the 
Hospital for Sick Children in 
Toronto, told me. 

Cohn said he has been

treating the girl under the 
assumption she has Loeys- 
Dietz. The child comes to the 
hospital regularly for ultra¬ 
sounds of her heart and man¬ 
agement of a disease she may 
not have. 

“She may not have to live 
with this,” he said. “(If the 
test came out negative) the 
family wouldn’t have to live 
with the anxiety that she has 


a very aggressive form of a 
heart disease.” 

Cohn is one of the propon¬ 
ents of the proposed Genetic 
Non-Discrimination Act to 
prevent genetic discrimina¬ 
tion (for example, in employ¬ 
ment or insurance coverage). 
The bill is currently before 
the Standing Senate Commit¬ 
tee on Human Rights. Cohn 
testified before the commit¬ 


tee last month that fear of 
genetic discrimination has 
stopped many of his patients’ 
parents from allowing gen¬ 
etic testing that could help 
their children and prevent 
unnecessaiy procedures.

enced first-hand how genetic 
discrimination can change a 
life. 

Stainsby knew she had a 
50-50 chance of having the 
gene that causes Hunting¬ 
ton’s disease, a neurode- 
generative disorder. 

As a student, she wanted 
to get tested but feared that 
should she find she had the 
gene, she would be denied 
insurance coverage — needed 
by law for her chosen profes¬ 
sion of chiropractor. 

But when Stainsby looked 
into disability and life insur¬ 
ance she was shocked to learn 
that she would be rejected by 
Canada’s big insurers, unless 
she confirmed she did not 
have the gene. 

“I was furious,” she said. 
“You can’t be discriminated 
against based on your gender, 
you can’t be discriminated 
against based on your race. 
But it’s reasonable you can be 
discriminated against based 
on your genes? Something 
you have literally no control 
over?” 

Her father has the gene 
that causes Huntington’s dis¬ 
ease, but to this day exhibits 
no symptoms. Each case is 
different, depending on the 
gene’s mutation. Since her 
father worked his entire ca¬ 


reer and retired healthy, it’s 
likely she would, too, if found 
to have the gene. 

She was able to get a policy 
with small coverage through 
an independent insurer — as 
she only had to tell them that 
she had no knowledge of per¬ 
sonal health issues. They did 
not ask about family genetic 
history. 

After getting the policy, 
she felt confident getting 
tested and found she does not 
cariy the gene. She was then 
able to get a larger policy. 

The insurance 
industry’s stance 

The insurance industry gener¬ 
ally opposes the Genetic Non- 
Discrimination Act. Frank 
Zinatelli, vice-president and 
counsel for the Canadian Life 
and Health Insurance Asso¬ 
ciation, said the industry has 
real concerns about the bill. 

The industry fears people 
will take a genetic test, learn 
their life expectancy is short 
and then take out a policy 
and withhold that informa¬ 
tion, Zinatelli said. If this be¬ 
comes a trend, the industiy 
would have to raise insurance 
premiums across the board. 

However, Canada’s pri¬ 
vacy commissioner’s office 
disagrees. It commissioned 
research that found that a 
ban on the use of genetic 
test results by the life and 
health insurance industiy 
would not have a significant 
impact on insurers or insur¬ 
ance markets. Similar legisla¬ 
tion — the Genetic Informa¬ 
tion Nondiscrimination Act 
(GINA) — is currently in place 
in the U.S. 

However, Zinatelli argues 
that while genetic informa¬ 
tion is only used to a small 
degree today by both the in¬ 
dustry and consumers, the 
industiy expects it to be used 
more so in the future.

The Ebola outbreak in Sierra 
Leone, which has been sur¬ 
ging in recent days, may have 
reached its peak and could be 
on the verge of slowing down, 
Sierra Leone’s information 
minister said Wednesday. 

But in a reminder of how 
serious the situation is in Si¬ 
erra Leone, the World Health 
Organization said the coun- 
tiy accounted for more than 
half of the new cases in the 
hardest-hit countries in the 
past week. 

By contrast, infections ap¬ 
pear to be either stabilizing 
or declining in Guinea and 
Liberia, where vigorous cam¬ 
paigning for a Senate elec¬ 
tion this week suggests the 
disease might be loosening 
its grip. 

In all, 15,935 people have 
been sickened with Ebola in 
West Africa and other places

both Sierra Leone and Li¬ 
beria appeared to be far 
behind the UN goal of 
isolating 70 per cent of 
patients by Dec. 1, with 
only 20 per cent isolated. 


it has occasionally popped 
up. Of those, 5,689 have died. 

Alpha Kanu, Sierra Leone’s 
minister of information, told 
journalists that with the im¬ 
minent completion of two 
British-built treatment cen¬ 
tres, the worst could be over. 

“We believe that now 
that those treatment centres 
are ready, the transmission 
of new cases will start re¬ 
ducing.” 

Nearly 1,000 British sol¬ 
diers, scientists and aid work¬ 
ers are already in the countiy.

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Russian tiger hits 
up Chinese farm 


Ustin. The Siberian

A rare Siberian tiger released 
into the wild by Russian 
President Vladimir Putin is 
keeping farmers in northeast¬ 
ern China on edge. 

China’s official Xinhua 
News Agency said Wednesday 
that the animal, named Ustin, 
bit and killed 15 goats and left 
another three missing on Sun¬ 
day and Monday on a farm 
in Heilongjiang province’s 
Fuyuan county. 

Xinhua said the farm’s 
owner, Guo Yulin, was 
stressed about the tiger, but 
that he would be compen¬ 
sated by the local forestiy

The other tiger to enter 
China, Kuzya, was believed 
to have raided a farm and 
eaten five chickens last 
month in another Heilong¬ 
jiang county.

18 goats. 

According to Xinhua, Rus¬ 
sian experts rescued five tiger 
cubs two years ago. Ustin was 
one of three released by Putin 
in May in a remote part of the 
Amur region, which straddles 
the border between far-east¬ 
ern Russia and northeastern 
China. 

Two of the tigers entered 
China. They were fitted with 
tracking devices and are mon¬ 
itored by Chinese wildlife 
protection workers. 


Guo told Xinhua that he 
was alerted by dog barks on 
Sunday night, but that his 
check turned up nothing un¬ 
usual. He said he woke up 
the next morning to find two 
goats dead and three others 
missing. 

Xinhua said the goats’ 
skulls were crushed by the 
tiger and that a hole the size 
of a human finger was visible 
on each goat’s head. 

The farmer said the tiger 
returned the following night 
but made no noise at all. 

“When I opened the goat 
house in the morning, dead 
goats were eveiywhere,” Guo 
said, according to Xinhua. 

Local experts found the 
tiger’s footprints around the 
goat house and on its roof, 
Xinhua reported. Guo was 
asked to either relocate his 
goats or reinforce his farm, 
it said.

Shakespeare first folio found 


The accidental discoveiy in 
a small library in northern 
France of an original first folio 
of Shakespeare’s plays has sent 
a jolt of excitement around the 
world of Shakespeare scholars. 

The find brings the total of 
known folios in the world to 
233, and is significant, as each 
first folio can contain varia¬ 
tions that shed light on the 
bard’s intentions. 


Among the 900 pages of the 
most recent discoveiy are rare 
annotations that suggest it was 
used for performance. 

The annotations “might 
tell us something about Shake¬ 
speare’s reception at the 
time, how they were thought 
of as text for performance,” 
said Stanley Wells, honoraiy 
president of the Shakespeare 
Birthplace Trust. 


Remy Cordonnier, the direc¬ 
tor of the Saint-Omer libraiy’s 
medieval and early modem 
collection, happened upon the 
folio among the belongings of 
a Jesuit evangelist that were be¬ 
queathed from a now-defunct 
Jesuit college in the town. 

The first folios are the 
first complete printed collec¬ 
tions of Shakespeare’s plays.

Kevin Milligan of the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia 
also recommends adding a 
tax bracket for annual in¬ 
comes of $250,000 and per¬ 
haps another one at $400,000. 

Milligan says the changes 
could open the door to other 
reforms on consumption 
taxes, environmental taxes 
and corporate taxes — which 
could help promote econom¬ 
ic growth.

Firearm background checks piling up in U.S. 


More gun sales than ever are 
slipping through file federal 
background-check system in the 
U.S. — 186,000 last year, a rate 
of 512 gun sales a day, as states 
fail to consistently provide thor¬ 
ough, real-time updates on crim¬ 
ing and mental histories to the 
FBI. 

At no time of year is this 
problem more urgent. This Fri¬ 
day opens the busiest season for 


gun purchases, when requests 
for background checks speed 
up to nearly two a second, test¬ 
ing the limits of the National 
Instant Criminal Background 
Check System, or NICS. 

The stakes are high: In the 
U.S., there are already nine 
guns for eveiy 10 people, and 
someone is killed with a firearm 
eveiy 16 minutes. Mass shoot¬ 
ings are happening eveiy few 


weeks. 

“We have a perfect storm 
coming,” FBI manager Kimberly 
Del Greco told The Associated 
Press during a rare glimpse into 
the inner workings of the sys¬ 
tem. 

Much of the responsibility 
for preventing criminals and 
the mentally ill from buying 
guns is shouldered by about 
500 men and women who run 


the system from inside the FBI’s 
criminal-justice centre, a grey of¬ 
fice building with concrete walls 
and mirrored windows just out¬ 
side Bridgeport, West Va. 

By federal law, NICS re¬ 
searchers must race against the 
clock: They have until the end of 
the third business day following 
an attempted firearm purchase 
to determine whether or not a 
buyer is eligible. 


“They won’t proceed or deny 
a transaction unless they are 
ABSOLUTELY certain the infor¬ 
mation they have is correct and 
sufficient to sustain that deci¬ 
sion,” FBI spokesman Stephen 
G. Fischer told The Associated 
Press. 

In roughly two per cent of 
the checks handled by the FBI, 
agents don’t get this informa¬ 
tion in time, the associated press 
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• No credit checks 
• No upfront fees 



Thailand tries reverse psychology to get tourists 


It’s been a bad year for tour¬ 
ism in Thailand, and at first 
glance it looked like a new 
YouTube video was adding to 
the misery. 

The video called I Hate 
Thailand drew more than a 
million views within days of 
being posted last week. 


But it turns out the clip 
was produced by Thailand’s 
tourism authority, using a 
strategy of reverse psychol¬ 
ogy to attract tourists after 
the countiy’s image was bat¬ 
tered by a military coup in 
May and the brutal murders 
of two British tourists on an 


idyllic beach in September. 

The five-minute video 
shows an angry British tour¬ 
ist on a beach. He introduces 
himself as James and says his 
bag was stolen: “I hate this 
place. I hate Thailand,” he 
tells a handheld camera. After 
mouthing off to a policeman, 


he meets an attractive Thai 
woman and finds reasons 
to like Thailand. In the end, 
the unshaven, bare-chested 
foreigner cleans up, puts on 
clothes, befriends the locals 
and gets his bag back — wal¬ 
let, passport and all.

Metro's Kristen Thompson wishes we weren't talking about the disgraced radio host facing criminal charges, either. But to not talk about it is to ignore 

the countless victims of sexual assault that need us to keep the conversation going

Let me inundate you with 
more Jian Ghomeshi analy¬ 
sis, because I think it’s im¬ 
portant. In fact, I think it’s 
a matter of life and death. 
Before you turn the page, 
hear me out. 

Ghomeshi has been 
charged and the case is in the 
courts, but this isn’t the time 
to turn our backs on the stoiy. 

If we do so, it will end an 
important dialogue about 
sexual violence, and that puts 
women in danger. 

Dalya Israel, manager of 
victims services at Women 
Against Violence Against 
Women, a rape crisis centre in 
Vancouver, agrees. 

High-profile cases of sexual 
assault are an opportunity to 
talk about what constitutes 
consent, and to educate men 
and boys about what it means 
to value another human being 
as equal, Israel said. Because 
of this, it’s imperative to keep 
the discourse going. 

For the women who have 
accused Ghomeshi of as¬ 
sault — especially those who 
may have to testify — these 
charges also signal the start of 



another chapter, one that can 
be hugely painful. 

Victims of sex assault, 
who may have already told 
their stoiy to police and their 
lawyer, may also have to 
testify at a preliminaiy inquiiy 
and then in court, re-hving 
their experience over and over 


for what could be months or 
years. 

With women’s sexuality 
already being highly scrutin¬ 
ized in our society, having it 
analyzed and questioned in 
court, and — in high-profile 
cases — in the media, is 
humiliating and degrading, 


said Israel. 

“It’s incredibly difficult to 
have to re-tell and talk about 
all of the fine details,” she 
said. 

Fear of humiliation and 
being re-victimized through 
the legal process is why Israel 
said around 70 per cent of 


women she works with don’t 
want to go to police. Some 
general statistics would place 
that number even higher, at 
around 90 per cent. 

These people often face 
depression and thoughts of 
suicide. 

“There are many, many

women that absolutely don’t 
want to go through the pro¬ 
cess and feel like it would be 
way worse than just healing 
from the assault,” she said. 
“But there are equally women 
that... want to be able to tell 
their truth in court and want 
somebody to know what this 
person has done to them. 

“I think we’ve kind of seen 
that with ... what’s going on 
in the Cosby case,” she said. 

Israel said it can be validat¬ 
ing for some women to know 
others have come forward. 

“Some women feel like 
finally (they) don’t have to 
keep a secret anymore.” 

So if you’re sick of hearing 
about Ghomeshi, stop and 
think about why we’re being 
oversaturated with this story. 

It’s not about Ghomeshi; 
it’s about sexual violence. 

And if we close the door on 
this stoiy, we close the door 
on victims of assault.

Trudeau seemed to want to 
convey in expelling two mem¬ 
bers of his caucus over reports 
from women who are mem¬ 
bers of a different party. 

Yesterday the police deliv¬ 
ered the same message to 
three of the women who for¬ 
mally reported their stories 
about Ghomeshi: 

We believe you. 

The stories of these women 
have seized the consciousness 
of the moment. It seems pos¬ 
sible to imagine that perhaps 
the same message will carry to 
every woman who is raped, as¬ 
saulted, or harassed; to every 
victim of sexual abuse with a 
story she’s been afraid to tell: 
We will believe you. 

Or perhaps it has just be¬ 


come possible for many to al¬ 
low themselves to hope for it. 

My friend Denise Ballcis- 
soon wrote a column last 
month for the Globe and Mail 
that read like a rhetorical fla¬ 
methrower incinerating any 
sanctimonious talk of “water¬ 
shed moments” or cultural 
breakthroughs when it 
comes to violence against 
women. 

She had reported domestic 
abuse to the police, saw the 
perpetrator sentenced to pro¬ 


bation, and found the re¬ 
porting process “essentially 
useless and thoroughly dis¬ 
appointing.” 

I hear and understand 
Denise. More than that, I be¬ 
lieve her that we should resist 
the impulse to congratulate 
ourselves on reaching the 
promised land of wisdom and 
sensitivity. It’s not a water¬ 
shed. 

But it is something. Some¬ 
thing is shifting. It feels real. 

There’s a conversation go¬ 


ing on, one that feels like 
progress. 

It’s not enough, and it will 
not suddenly and permanent¬ 
ly transform the culture. But it 
feels like a crack has opened 
up in the understanding of 
many people. Including me. 

As a man, a father, a cit¬ 
izen, a human being, I hope it 
is the start of something sus¬ 
tained, a longer process to bet¬ 
ter understanding, better 
treatment of each other, bet¬ 
ter lives. 

There likely is no “water¬ 
shed moment” to be had, be¬ 
cause such societal changes 
are a gradual process. 

But this month, leading up 
to the arrest of Ghomeshi this 
week, marks some kind of 


milestone in that process in 
Toronto and in Canada. 

A time when many women 
started feeling more comfort¬ 
able —or more compelled by 
anger—to talk about their ex¬ 
periences. 

And when many of us were 
shocked into hearing them 
when we had been negligently 
deaf for years. 

Here’s a prayer offered in 
hope rather than expectation: 
Let “we believe you” become 
our response to any woman 
who tells us about how she has 
been hurt. 

And then let us make real 
changes to our attitudes, be¬ 
haviour and institutions so 
that fewer women have such 
stories to tell.

Memoir. Robbie Rogers 
shares what it's like to 
be an openly gay pro 
athlete in the U.S. 


Los Angeles Galaxy soccer star 
Robbie Rogers wants some 
company, now that he’s the last 
man standing as an openly gay 
athlete in a U.S. professional 
league. 

Jason Collins recently re¬ 
tired from the NBA, and Mi¬ 
chael Sam is without an NFL 
team. That leaves Rogers, the 
first openly gay player in Major 
League Soccer, hoping for a big¬ 
ger fraternity. 

“To be honest, I thought 
when I came out and Jason and 
Michael, I thought there’d be 
a chain reaction,” Rogers said 
in a recent phone interview. 
“It’s been a lot slower. I guess 
that just reminds me how big 
a problem it is in sports culture 
with homophobia. They don’t 
feel comfortable.” 

Rogers chronicles his 
struggles with soccer, faith 
and family acceptance in the 
memoir Coming Out To Play, 
released this week by Penguin 
Books. It’s a collaborative effort 
with Eric Marcus, who co-wrote 
Greg Louganis’ book, and recol¬ 
lections from his mother and 
oldest sister. Rogers discusses 
growing up in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, playing soccer in U.S. and 
European leagues and dealing 
with his sexuality. 

On Sunday, he helped the 
Galaxy defeat Seattle 1-0 in the 
opener of the Western Confer¬ 
ence finals. He’s been a key de¬ 
fender this season after briefly 
retiring from the sport last year 
at age 25. 

Rogers recently signed a 
contract extension, and the 
Galaxy players have embraced 
him. But locker rooms notori¬ 
ously weren’t a safe environ¬ 
ment to talk about sexuality, 
except for teammates bragging 
about their heterosexual con¬ 
quests. 

“Like eveiy locker room I’d 
been in for years now, ‘fag’ and 
‘gay’ were tossed around like 
an all-purpose putdown,” he 
wrote. “It cut deeper into an al¬ 
ready raw wound.” 


So Rogers stifled his feel¬ 
ings, occasionally dating 
women to please his question¬ 
ing teammates and family. 
After playing five seasons for 
the Columbus Crew in MLS, 
with stints in the Netherlands 
and England, he realized his 
happiness required living an 
authentic life. So he simultan¬ 
eously came out and retired 
in a blog post in Februaiy 
2013, thinking he couldn’t be 
an openly gay man and a pro 
soccer player. 

But an outpouring of sup¬ 
port, conversations with Los 
Angeles star Landon Donovan 
and an invitation from Galaxy 
coach Bruce Arena to train with 
the team caused a change of 


heart. 

Now the Galaxy are vying 
for a spot in the MLS final, 
Rogers is in a steady relation¬ 
ship and hoping more pro 
sports leagues provide edu¬ 
cation about diversity. That 
way, a teammate might think 
twice before throwing around 
gay slurs in the locker room. 

Comfort zone 

There are currently no openly 
gay players in the NFL, NHL or 
Major League Baseball. “There 
are a number of gay men 
playing professional sports, 
just not out,” Rogers says. “In 
the end, it’s really about guys 
coming out and changing the 
atmosphere by being in it. You 


definitely need to create the en¬ 
vironment first where guys feel 
comfortable.” 

Baseball hired Billy Bean, 
who came out after his MLB 
career, to talk to all 30 teams 
about inclusion. Rogers says 
teams need to educate players 
on “racism, sexism and homo¬ 
phobia. The leagues should 
have a person there guys can 
go talk to, honestly. Talk about 
mental health or depression or 
guys wanting to come out.” 

Family/faith 

Rogers heard negative com¬ 
ments about gay people at 
home, church, school and in 
the locker room. He considers 
his family “socially and politic- 



Early years 


Rogers was a prodigy grow¬ 
ing up, playing organized 
soccer at four. As a teenager, 
he competed on the Orange 
County Blue Star team. 

Jurgen Klinsmann, now the 
coach of the U.S. national 
team, would occasionally 
stop by. His favourite players 
were European stars Thierry 
Henry and Zinedine Zidane. 
After helping Maryland win 
the 2005 NCAA title as a 
freshman, Rogers turned pro 
and went to the Netherlands. 
Playing for Leeds United 
in 2012 , he sustained a 
concussion 12 minutes into 
his debut, colliding with an 
opponent while going for 
a header. An ankle injury 
intensified his depression and 
isolation, and he eventually 
returned to the U.S. 


ally conservative and very Cath¬ 
olic.” Rogers says his family is 
loving and close, yet there were 
harsh comments from his fath¬ 
er about not being a “fairy” and 
negative comments from his 
mother about gay celebrities 
and gay marriage. 

“Growing up, I heard and 
saw plenty that made me 
think that being gay was bad, 
defective and sinful,” Rogers 
wrote. 

He came out to his family, 
despite the fear of rejection, 
before posting his blog. Now he 
says his parents, three sisters 
and younger brother are his 
biggest supporters.

“I love eveiything about 
perch. Catching it, cooking 
it, eating it — what’s not to 
love? I recently found out 
that a friend of mine ... even 
had it for her wedding din¬ 
ner.

1. Combine the flour, salt 
and pepper in a bowl. Whisk 
the eggs and milk together in 
a second bowl. Place the fine¬ 
ly crushed saltines in a third 
bowl. Place the bowls in this 
order next to the stove where 
you will be cooking the fish. 

2. Heat about 2 inches (5 
cm) of oil in a large sauce¬ 
pan over medium-high heat. 
Use a deep-fry thermometer 
if you have one — the ideal 
temperature is 375 F (190 


C) — or check that the oil 
is ready by dropping a small 
piece of bread into the hot 
oil to see if it bubbles right 
away. Preheat the oven to 
250 F (120 C). 

3. Dredge each fillet in the 
flour mixture, egg mixture 
and finally in the crushed 
saltines. Carefully place 3 or 
4 fillets in the hot oil. Turn 
the fillets once they have 
turned a dark golden on one 
side. When the pieces are 
done, remove from the oil 
and place on a baking sheet 
lined with paper towels. 

4. Place the finished fish in 
the oven to keep warm and 
continue frying the rest of 
fillets. Serve hot with Tartar 
Sauce.

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C-c-cold? Generator could do power of good 


Home equipment. 
Don’t get caught out: 
Consider the pros and 
cons of built-in and 
portable generators 


As storms have become more 
severe in many parts of the 
country and power outages 
more frequent, home gener¬ 
ators have gone from luxuiy 
items to mainstream ones. 

Prices have come down, 
thanks to growing demand 
and cheaper technology. 
But the idea of buying and 
installing one can still be 
daunting, mainly because 
there are so many variables 
to consider. Much depends 


on how much you want the 
generator to do. 

Lets take a look at some 
generator basics: 

Built-in or portable? 

The biggest question is wheth¬ 
er to buy a built-in generator, 
which has to be professionally 
installed and runs on natural 
gas, or a portable unit, which 
is cheaper and runs on gaso¬ 
line. 

The built-in kicks in auto¬ 
matically in a power outage; 
the portable has to be started 
manually. 

Built-in generators look 
similar to air conditioners, 
usually sitting on the side of a 
house. They are more expen¬ 
sive than portables; installa¬ 
tion could run $1,500-plus. 


But they have one big ad¬ 
vantage, says Ken Collier, 
editor-in-chief at The Family 
Handyman; Once a built-in 
generator is put in place, you 
don’t have to touch it again. 

“They are a great choice 
for people for whom spending 
a few thousand bucks for the 
security of having power is 
worth it,” Collier says. 


Baseline cost of a built-in 


<$ 2,000 

Generac recently debuted a baseline 
built-in generator for less than $2,000 
— a far cry from the $8,000 a lesser 
powered machine cost 20 years ago, 
Minick says. A portable generator, which 
runs on gasoline, costs about half that.

Generators require TLC 


Portable generators, on the 
other hand, can be powerful 
enough to do the trick. But 
they have to be started manu¬ 
ally, and you must have gaso¬ 
line on hand before any storm. 

You can’t have the gasoline 
so long that it becomes un¬ 
usable; Collier says gasoline 
goes stale after about a month. 

In addition, turning on a 
portable generator often re¬ 
quires several steps, which 
isn’t necessarily easy in 
stormy, dark conditions. 

There are safety concerns, 
too. Because they are powered 
by gasoline, portable gener¬ 
ators emit carbon monoxide, 
so they must be set up away 
from the home and windows. 

How much power? 

Once you’ve decided what 
kind of generator to get, 
you need to determine how 


powerful it should be. 

Do you want to just keep 
the fridge and a few lights 
running, for instance, or 
do you want to light up the 
whole house? 

Russ Minick, vice-president 
of the country’s largest home- 
generator manufacturer, Gen¬ 
erac, recommends buying a 
generator with at least 5,000 
watts, which he says is the 
minimum needed to power 
just a refrigerator and lights. 
Running air conditioning or 
heat requires more powerful 
units, he says. 

Generac has a sizing calcu¬ 
lator on its website, generac. 
com, to help people decide 
how powerful a unit they 
want. The bigger the gener¬ 
ator, the more it costs. 

The bigger picture 

Of course, buying a generator 


is just one piece of being ready 
for a power outage, Collier 
notes. Gassing up your car is 
crucial in storm preparedness, 
since it can provide eveiy- 
thing from heat and a radio to 
a place to charge your phone 
when power goes out. 

Having “modern” flash¬ 
lights — ones with LED lights 
and lithium batteries — is 
another priority, Collier says. 
They use little energy and are 
powered by batteries that last 
for years. 

“Preparedness is veiy 
much a personal philosophy, 
and spending hundreds or 
even thousands of dollars be¬ 
ing ready is very much a per¬ 
sonal decision,” Collier says. 

Even people who own gen¬ 
erators can’t let their guard 
down, he says. 

“Generators are not just 
something that allows you to 
push a button and be back in 
business,” Collier says. “You 
have to take care of them. You 
have to understand what you 
have to do with the power and 
what not to do.”

Forget Boxing Day, this 
is the real shopping day 

Start your wallets. In the minds of Canadian Shoppers, Black Friday is second to none for best deals

Is Black Friday the new Box¬ 
ing Day? The shopping holiday 
from south of the border is, for 
the first time, winning over 
Canadians. 

Thirty-three per cent of Can¬ 
adian shoppers expect to find 
the best deals on Black Friday, 
while the same number expect 
to find the best deals on Boxing 
Day, according to Accenture’s 
2014 holiday shopping survey 
This is a significant shift from 
last year when only 22 per cent 
of Canadians expected to find 
the best deals on Black Friday. 

While Black Friday may 
have started out as a novelty, 
it “snuclc up on us,” said Kelly 


Askew, managing director of 
strategy with Accenture Inc., a 
global consulting company. 

“We’ve been watching the 
importance of Black Friday 
climb year over year,” he said. 
“This is the first year Black Fri¬ 
day is as important as Boxing 
Day in the minds of Canadians. 
If this trend continues we’ll 
start to see less and less focus 
on Boxing Day.” 

The survey found that 61 
per cent of Canadians plan to 
shop on Black Friday — a trend 
largely driven by younger shop¬ 
pers (81 per cent of those aged 
18 to 24 will hit the shops on 
Nov. 28). 

There’s also a move away 
from cross-border shopping, 
said Askew. This is, in part,

due to the weakening loonie, 
which is making those U.S. 
deals a little less attractive. 
But it’s also because Canadian 


retailers have started to take 
Black Friday more seriously. 

“It’s not just a couple of 
items on sale. (Retailers) are 
putting a big mark on their 
planning calendar,” said 
Askew. 

“It’s kind of a perfect storm 
for Canadian retailers,” he said. 
“They’re seeing a heightened 
interest in Black Friday ... and 
Canadians say they’re going to 
shop domestically.” 

And, on average, Canadians 
plan to spend $250 more than 
they did last year during the 
holiday season. 

“They need to be ready for 
that crush,” said Askew. “The 
last thing retailers want is to 
have people walking out the 
door or dropping off the web¬ 


site in frustration because they 
may not be able make the pur¬ 
chase,” he said. After all, they 
can always come back on Box¬ 
ing Day. 

“The question is always: 
Is it going to be a better deal 
on Boxing Day when retailers 
don’t have as many prospects 
of selling?” said Maureen At¬ 
kinson, senior partner at J.C. 
Williams Group, a retail con¬ 
sulting firm. 

When Black Friday first 
came to Canada, she was scep¬ 
tical. “Black Friday has a mean¬ 
ing in the U.S.,” she said. “For 
Canadians it doesn’t make as 
much sense because it isn’t a 
holiday.” 

Black Friday follows Amer¬ 
ican Thanksgiving, when most 


retailers in the U.S. offer pro¬ 
motional sales to kick off the 
holiday shopping season. 

Many Americans have the 
day off (or take it off, since 
American Thanksgiving always 
falls on Thursday). 

In 2008, several large Can¬ 
adian retailers started offering 
Black Friday deals, mainly to 
discourage cross-border shop¬ 
ping. 

But the shopping holiday 
finally appears to be catching 
on here — perhaps because 
retailers no longer have to 
wait until Dec. 26 to find out 
if they’ll meet their annual 
revenue goals. If they have a 
stellar Black Friday, it takes the 
pressure off Boxing Day, said 
Askew.

Lena Almeida is a self-labelled 
“reformed spend-aholic.” 

The lifestyle blogger — 
whose blog Listen to Lena has 
been the most-trafficked per¬ 
sonal blog in Toronto since 
2010 — shopped hard as a ca¬ 
reer woman with a matching 
salaiy in her 20s, but mother¬ 
hood turned her into a more 
savvy shopper. 

“I wasn’t exactly the saving 
type. I always had to have the 
latest trends. I’ve got years and 
years of retail experience,” Al¬ 
meida said, laughing. “When I 
became a parent, I had to learn 
how to shop smarter.” 

When it comes to Black 
Friday or Cyber Monday shop¬ 
ping, Almeida believes going 
online is the better choice — 
most of the time. 

“Nine out of 10 times, I 
always recommend online 
shopping,” she says. “You’re 
shopping from the comfort of 
your own home, which trans¬ 
lates to more shopping. You’re 
not going out and braving the 
crowds and going from store to 
store ... I think the better deals 
can be found online and with 
so many retailers now offering 


online shopping, it’s forced 
eveiyone to become more 
competitive.” 

It also makes comparison¬ 
shopping as easy as navigating 
between a few different tabs on 
your browser. And increased 
competition between retailers 
in the online marketplace over 
the last few years has forced 
shipping costs to come down 
(almost all sites offer free ship¬ 
ping after a certain minimum), 
with guarantees and warranty 
policies improving, too. On 
Cyber Monday, many retailers 
do away with shipping costs 
and purchase minimums all 
together. 

But that doesn’t mean 
Cyber Monday always comes 
out on top of Black Friday. 
Some items are better off hunt¬ 
ing for in stores. 

Makeup, bath and body 
products, shoes, and clothing 
from retailers whose sizing 
you’re unfamiliar with should 
be purchased in-person, Al¬ 
meida said. 

“If you’re going to have to 
go back anyways to return it, 
you actually haven’t saved that 
much time,” she said. “The last 
thing you want to do is turn a 
purchase into something you 
have to deal with.” 

Whether shopping online 
or in stores, the rules for suc¬ 
cessfully navigating the sales 
are the same. Rule number 
one? Beware the hype. 

“When it comes to Black 
Friday and Cyber Monday 
shopping, it’s really, really easy

to get caught up in the hype,” 
Almeida said. 

That hype may be most 
dangerous when it comes to 
electronics, which are often 
the biggest draws on Black 
Friday and Cyber Monday. 
Before you venture out — to 
the mall or via your laptop — 
know exactly which television, 
stereo system, or computer 
package you’re after. 

“It’s easy to get lured into 
a great deal on a large-screen 
TV but you may find out after 
that it’s last year’s model, that 
it’s been discontinued, that 
there are warranty issues,” Al¬ 
meida warned. “When buying 
electronics, research ahead of 
time to find out what you’re 
looking for and try not to get 
caught up in the door-crasher 
items — unless it’s an item 
you’ve already had your eye on 
and have pre-vetted.” 


Game-day strategies 

Before you hit the mall or the 
web, take heed of Almeida’s 
tips for maximizing your 
time and money on Black 
Friday and Cyber Monday. 

Know the regular prices 

“If you don’t know what a 
product consistently sells for, 
it’s veiy easy to be looped 
into the false belief that you 
are being offered a huge sav¬ 
ings,” Almeida said. “Always 


know going in what you’re 
looking for, what it nor¬ 
mally retails for, and then 
decide if what is presented 
to you is a good deal or not.” 

Budget for extras 

“Give yourself a miscellan¬ 
eous budget for those ‘It’s a 
fantastic deal, I’m just going 
to buy it’ items so you don’t 
feel guilty at the end for put¬ 
ting those in your cart. That 
budget can be $50 or $500, 


but make an agreement 
with yourself ahead of time.” 

Always read the fine print 

“Always, always, always check 
refund policies,” Almeida ad¬ 
vised. “Sometimes the refund 
and return policies of your fa¬ 
vourite retailers can change for 
Black Friday and Cyber Mon¬ 
day deals.” Knowing upfront 
that eveiything is exchange- 
only can force you to make bet¬ 
ter purchasing decisions.

On home turf. Canuck 
uproots U.S. retail habits 


For years, Debby Blyth has 
been drawn to the online 
deals available through U.S. 
retailers on Black Friday. 

“They do slash the prices 
incredibly,” she said. “I’ve 
bought evening gowns for a 
fancy dress ball I go to, as well 
as boots and shoes, bags, and 
shirts for my husband.” 

But more recently, Blyth 
has gravitated to Canadian on¬ 
line shopping sites, which are 
offering Black Friday deals of 
their own. 

“Last year, I bought my 
husband a weather station at 
Canadian Tire,” she said. “He’s 
obsessed with the weather 
and it was only $19 on Black 
Friday, compared to the regu¬ 
lar price of $75.” The device 


combines an outdoor sensor 
with an LED readout that stays 
inside the house and tells the 
time, the barometric pressure, 
and the temperature indoors 
and outdoors. 

Blyth also purchased a 
Soda Stream machine at Can¬ 
adian Tire for $64, about a 
third off the usual price. Al¬ 
though Blyth is a proud Can¬ 
adian, she admits her reasons 
for cyber-shopping on her 
own side of the border have 
more to do with saving money 
than patriotism. She can at¬ 
test to the fact that additional 
costs for exchange rates, ship¬ 
ping, duty, and other fees can 
sometimes conspire to turn 
U.S. deals into duds. 

“A few years ago, I picked 


out a few things to buy at 
Macy’s and then I got brows¬ 
ing,” she said. She ended up 
adding a couple of impulse 
purchases to her basket of 
goods — including a blouse 
and a bag for her daughter. 
“When it came time to pay 
the duty it cost me an extra 
$30,” she recalled. “I realized 
that I had basically killed the 
deal.” 

As it turns out, Blyth’s im¬ 
pulse purchases were manu¬ 
factured outside of North 
America, making them sub¬ 
ject to a higher level of duty 
under NAFTA rules. 

Now, she said, “I compare 
all of the costs to see where 
I can get the best value.”

site, duty (on items that 
are not manufactured 
in the U.S.), Canadian 
taxes, credit card fees for 
currency conversion and 
customs brokerage fees 
(charged by courier com¬ 
panies to get packages 
processed at the border) 
can easily double the cost. 


• Buy Canadian. All-Can¬ 
adian department store 
e-tailors like thebay.com, 
sears.ca, eluxe.com, and 
shop.ca ship from Canada, 
so you won't be surprised 
by extra charges. 


• Take the credit. Some 
shopping sites, including 
shop.ca, allow you to ac¬ 
cumulate credits for shop¬ 
ping, which you can use 
later to buy other goods.

Black Friday. The day after 
U.S. Thanksgiving marks the 
beginning of the Christmas 
shopping season and yields 
promotional sales of un¬ 
heralded savings. 

Over the years, Black Fri¬ 
day has seen its share of sore 
thumbs unable to play nicely 
but, all-in-all, the combina¬ 
tion of holiday cheer, spe¬ 
cials and take-home goodies 
brings smiles to even the big¬ 
gest Grinches. It’s no wonder 
retailers are literally bom¬ 
barded with shoppers fight¬ 
ing — figuratively and occa¬ 
sionally literally — to spend. 

Due to these throngs of 
people battling for limited 
stock, one is best-served to 
prepare for a sales event 
spanning two countries and 
hundreds of stores. Here are 
a few simple strategies to get 
ahead of the the retail game. 


Strategize 

It may seem obvious but 
as body-crushing crowds 
at past Black Friday events 
have proven, it pays to plan 
ahead. Look through fly¬ 
ers. Go in early and find out 
where items are located in 
the store. 

Pick a few “essentials” 
and head straight for them 
as opposed to overextending, 
risking getting lost either 
in-store or amongst the sea 
of others looking for their 
own deals. If you are going 
to make the most of Black 
Friday, this is a mission; a 
stakeout, not a simple hunt- 
and-peclc for a good deal. 
Everyone else will most like¬ 
ly have thought ahead. So 
should you. 

Pack light 

This foray is equal parts 
sprint and marathon. While 
the inclination might be to 
prepare for a cold wait out¬ 
side of stores in order to 
secure a jockeying position, 
one runs the risk of being 
bogged down by non-essen¬ 
tials. Is that second tablet 
really necessary? It might 
take up vital space or, worse 
yet, slow one down when 
scurrying through the isles 


to hunt down that incred¬ 
ible smart television deal. 
Moreover, hauling more pos¬ 
sessions simply means more 
weight. 

Get help 

Bring a second — or third — 
set of hands. 

If carrying everything but 
the kitchen sink is vital to 
maintaining happiness be¬ 
fore the “go” moment, have 
other bodies manage junk. 
Bring non-shoppers along to 
courier the camping setup 
back to the car and high- 
tail it into the store to steer 
carts. 

Family first? Maybe not 

To that extent, while loved 
ones can be a wonderful 
tool at helping to haul, keep¬ 
ing eyes on your path, their 
whereabouts and specials 
can prove taxing. 

When possible, any high- 
maintenance family are best- 
served (as are you) keeping 
away. Do everyone the fa¬ 
vour: Make it a holiday for 
them, staying at home while 
you frolic amongst the aisles. 

“You don’t always know 
what to expect from other 
people,” said mother Hea¬ 
ther Ostrander, 39. “You

North of the border. 

Canadian consumers 
are staying put this year

Canadian shoppers will be 
sticking closer to home this 
holiday season instead of cross¬ 
ing the border in search of bet¬ 
ter deals. 

Less than a quarter of Can¬ 
adians are planning to cross- 
border shop, down from 60 
per cent last year, an Accenture 
survey found. 

Claire Keeley, 43, of Dundas, 
Ont. is among those shopping 
locally this year and taking 
advantage of Canada’s Black 
Friday and Cyber Monday dis¬ 
counts. 

“In the past, I was drawn 
to U.S. shopping because the 
stores I wanted to shop at were 
not available in Canada and 
they had good online coupons 


and deals,” said Keeley, a free¬ 
lance corporate event produ¬ 
cer. “I do most of my shopping 
locally now, partly because the 
duty and shipping costs, and 
return and exchange costs can 
be high depending on what 
you order from the U.S. Also, 
quite a few of my favourite U.S. 
stores have opened locations in 
Canada.” 

Diane Brisebois, president 
and CEO of the Retail Council 
of Canada, says several factors 
are likely playing into con¬ 
sumers’ decision to remain on 
home turf, among them the 
weak Canadian dollar and the 
promise of receiving the best 
savings during Black Friday 
through Cyber Monday events. 

“We have more and more 
retailers in Canada with really 
good transactional websites 
versus three to five years ago, 
so if I am a consumer, I have 
the best of both worlds; I can 
cross the border if I am not 
satisfied or I am looking for 
something else or I perceive 


it would be a better deal, but 
at the same time I have more 
choice, more assortment, and 
more competition in the Can¬ 
adian market for my business. 

Meanwhile, Keeley’s sister- 
in-law, Sandra Keeley, 42, of 
Toronto, who has taken ad¬ 
vantage of cross-border savings 
previously — primarily buying 
work wear, shoes and clothing 
for her children — said there 
no longer is a strong incen¬ 
tive to travel south for better 
pricing. 

“The Canadian dollar re¬ 
cently has had a bit of a slump 
so it doesn’t make it as compel¬ 
ling for sure,” Sandra admits.

doesn’t want to be in Ed¬ 
monton anymore and the 
Oilers want value before that 
fact becomes a bargaining 
hindrance, then yeah, you 
have to move him quick.

peak performance years who 
doesn’t make a ton of money 
($3.8 million per season) and 
is signed through next season. 
He’s also been to the playoffs 
several times, including a trip 
to the second round while he 
was in St. Louis. That’s some¬ 
thing the Oilers don’t have a 


lot of right now. 

I suppose, hypothetically, 
Edmonton could pick up some 
veterans on the fly once the 
young core of this team turns 
the ship around (and I’m not 
saying this year, but in the 
future) — but realistically 
it’s not that easy. The Oilers 
have not been a destination 
for top free agents, and there 
are many other squads in the 
West that offer more, even 
in a cosmetic sense (hello, 
California weather).

Britain’s Serious 
Fraud Office to 
look into World 
Cup bidding 

A criminal investigation into 
allegations of World Cup 
bidding corruption could 
be opened in Britain, with 
authorities urging whistle¬ 
blowers to come forward 
with information. 

The Serious Fraud Office 


is pursuing “eveiy reasonable 
line of inquiiy, including 
working closely with appro¬ 
priate overseas authorities,” 
the government department 
said in a letter to a British 
legislator.
